WAaillNOTON, Bee. 14.— The Ptato de- 
mrtment has received advic** from 
lOiiister Willis of Honolnln via tho 
iteuiMr Oceanic, which airtred al Bern 
Frandaoo, Taeodagr. It k liadantood 
however, that the miyiem contained no 
infonnation of importance other than 
that already pnbliahed. The reraane 
cntter Oorwin, which 1^ recently \mr- 
ing inetrnctiooB from the administration 
to Minister Willis had not arrived at 
Honoluln when the Oceanic sailed, con- 
sequently no information resulting from 
these late instmotioos could hare been 
received. 

The Corwin left San Francisco on the 
4th and should reach her destination in 
10 or 11 days. The Oceanic Steamship 
company's steamer Mariposa, diie in San 
FnatdBCO on Thursday nioniiii;,', 'Jlst 
Inst., mav poflsil)ly bring news of the ar- 
rival of the Corwnn. Unless detained on 
the early part of her voyage from Aus- 
tralia, or specially held at Honolulu for 
late news, there is not very much pixM- 
pect of the MrtriiKwa bringing the full 
uniwrt of the official disimtchea and in- 
structions that the Corwin t<x)k to the 
islands. It is more than lUkely, iiowever, 
that Mr. Willis will answer Us official 
correspondence by the steamer. 

Open t.«tt<>r to Secretary Gresham. 

San Francis* o, Dec. 14. — Ex-Cora- 
milBioner Charles L. Carter, who vitdted 
the United States in the interests of tlie 
piovisional suvemment shortly after the 
wvolution m Hawaii, htu» written an 
open letter to Secretary of State Greah- 
am in reply to the seoretaiy't dispatch of 
Oct. 18, recommending that the maty of 
■DMiiation be not resnhmlttod aadaoic- 
gMttng the restoration of the monarol»'. 
nM Iraer contains about 4,000 words. 
Eb says Mr. Bloont's reports were ob- 
tidnedfrcna nnrsHabja and prejudiced 
sources and were incorrect in many re- 
spects. The letter closes ^th the fol- 
lowing reference to the 25th pairagn^h 
of Beaeiary Oresham's letter: 

"In this yon dispose of the question of 
annexation and the remaining two i>uni- 
graphs suggest the restor^on of the 
monarchy. I regret exceedingly that 
neither you nor Mr. Blount ever usieaed 
to any statement from me of events from 
Jan. 14 to IT. My own part in the revo- 
lution was Inoon^loaoas Irat I was for- 
tunate in being present at almost every 
step that led to the establishment of the 
provisional government and feel am- 
ply qualified to give an accurate accoimt 
of them." 

Thar»tan Daellne* to Talk. 

San Franciboo, Dec. 14.— Lorrin A. 
Thurston, the Hawaiian minister, wax 
shown a copy of the Associated Pres-s 
letter per steamer Arawa as it came in 
over toe wires, and that which arrive<l 
on the Ooeanio, and was dsmly intenst- 
edinaUbesald. 

When asked to exp r ess an opinion on 
the news from Hawaii he said: "I have 
received no private dispatches from 
Hawaii as yet. The news contained in 
the Assodatfld Press dispatches is in con- 
formity with what I expected to hear." 

When pressed to talk further on the 
sabject, Thurston declined on the 
ground that it would U' imixjlitic; tor 
nim to comment on th(! Httitmie of th. 
T'iiit<il St.itcs govcminciit tovviinl thi 
country he representtt us a diplomatic of- 
ficial.

She Kiiid tliiit on tlie iii^i;ht in (luestion 
she wii.4 nick, and her hubli'iml gave her 
Home medicine, after which lie walked 
out on the i>orch. 

AhuoHt innueili.'itely she heard him 
fall anil slie liiirricd to him and fmind 
him (lead while In; wiih cum red witli 
hkM>d from a hole in the back of the 

heiui. She sayK that she thsB dragged 

him into the house.

HnfTman, who has Ix'en ki^pi 
her company for a year, attempted to 
t^ik" the girl away from the h^l. Fin 
ally the tw(j started home, accompanied 
by another couple. 

After they lia-l walked a square Huff 
man sud lenly pulknl a small revolver 
and. plating it against th • girl's temple 
fired three shots, and then, turning the 
weapon ui)on himself, flre<l four as he 
ran away. The only thing w)ii( h savwl 
their lives was the size of Huffman's 
firearm, a 82-calil)er shot. 

Tlie girl ha.s a bullet hole half an indi 
below the right temple, and another in 
the forehead above the left- eye. Her 
conilition is serious. Neither of the bal- 
lets has vet been found. The one 
which entered the forehead traotnred 
the skull. 

Huffman shot himself three timee. 
once in the right temple just in front of 
the eye, and twice at other points in his 
head. The ball in the temple is serious 
The oflien lodged in the flesh. 

After emptying his revolver Huffman 
jumped from a barge into the river 
That was too chilly a death, so he 
climbed out, and was waiMng to throw 
himself in front of the midnight ex])rcs.s 
when ftnmd by the offloers, to whom he 
gave himself up.

Their possession by the insnivents 
is looked upon by naval ofiic/ers as being 
the most important acquisition yet made 
by that side. Cobras is only a riiort dis- 
tance from the city's shore, and looks 
directly upon the arsenal and custom- 
house, wiuiin range ot small arms, as 
indicated by the cable dispatch. 

Uiion Cobras is located the govern- 
ment dockyard. Between the fortifica- 
tions on Cobras and those on Villegaig- 
non, the city is ahnost flanked, and a 
iHirtion of it lies in the line In'tween the 
two. The anchorage set ajiart former- 
chant vessels lies iH tweeii the islands of 
Enchadas and the city landing, which 
would ejqilain tho dispatch, reporting 
that vessels had I leen requested to change 
their anehora;^e. 

The ( Illy f(ii lilicatioiis held by the gov- 
eiiiineiit are on the other side of the bay 
from Hio, the Nietlieroy side. Their 
guns are two miles from Cobras ;iiid 
Knehail.i.-.
